The  poor  driver,  aided  by  encouraging 
suggestions  from  the  rest  of  the  party,  tries  the  starter  that  will  not  start, 
tinkers  with  the  engine,  crawls  under  the  car  and  pounds  every  visible  part  of 
the  mechanism.  If  these  manoeuvers  produce  no  visible  or  audible  results, 
someone  helpfully  suggests  that  there  may  be  no  gasoline  in  the  tank.  Prob- 
ably there  is  none,  and  one  either  sits  dejectedly  by  the  roadside,  waiting  for 
some  kindly  soul  to  pass  by,  or,  trudges  back  over  weary  miles  to  those  distant 
oil  stations. 

One  never  experiences  one-half  of  the  joys  of  touring  unless  he  spends 
several  nights  camping  on  the  way.  "Roughing  it"  is  educative  in  many  ways. 
Several  choice  places  for  camping  sites  might  be  suggested.  An  excellent 
camping  spot  is  just  on  the  out-skirts  of  a  small  town,  in  a  deserted  school 
yard.  Worn  out  from  several  sleepless  nights  and  the  harrowing  experiences 
of  the  daytime,  one  drops  off  asleep.

Or,  one  may  prefer  the  lower  lands 
where  hordes  of  blood-thirsty  mosquitoes  dwell.  Blankets,  mosquito-netting, 
and  frequent  applications  of  "Skeeter  Skoot"  fail  to  repel  their  attacks.  One 
arises  before  daybreak,  worn  out  from  the  fray  and  with  the  air  of  a  van- 
quished fighter  begins  preparations  for  the  breakfast.  The  fire  smokes,  the 
bacon  burns,  and  the  coffee  is  muddy.  These  minor  discomforts  serve  to  put 
one  in  a  good  humor,  ready  to  begin  another  day's  travel.

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The  spirit  of  persistence  marked  the  1924  football  campaign.  Normal's 
pigskin  warriors  never  knew  when  they  were  beaten  and  were  always  ready 
to  fight  to  the  last,  regardless  of  how  the  score  stood.  True,  Normal's  record 
contained  few  victories — only  two — but  that  failed  to  keep  her  rooters  from 
attending  the  games  in  increasing  numbers  as  the  season  progressed.  Prob- 
ably the  finest  compliment  paid  to  the  team  during  the  whole  schedule  was 
the  appearance  at  Wilder  Field  on  Thanksgiving  Day  of  many  more  Normal 
rooters  than  Wesleyan  rooters,  which  was  doubly  fine  when  it  is  remembered 
that  many  of  the  Normal  people  had  to  go  without  Turkey  dinners  to  see  the 
game. 

Normal  opened  the  season  with  a  24  to  o  defeat  by  Bradley  at  Peoria  on 
October  24.  Bradley's  line  held  like  a  stone  wall  and  kept  Normal  from 
scoring.  The  Techs  found  Roman,  Patton,  Beck,  Firley,  Conger,  and  Law- 
rence real  stumbling  blocks.  Seventy-five  rooters  made  the  trip  to  Peoria  by 
auto,  traction,  parlor  car,  and  "hobo  pullman." 

The  next  game  was  lost  to  Illinois  College,  17  to  9,  on  Normal  Field. 
The  feature  was  Clark's  sensational  catch  of  Vincent's  pass,  his  long  run,  a 
tumble,  and  roll  to  the  three-yard  line.  Patton  scored  the  touchdown  and  also 
kicked  a  drop  kick  earlier  in  the  game. 

A  scoreless  tie  resulted  from  the  Eureka  College  encounter  on  October  if 
at  Eureka.  Normal's  only  real  chance  to  score  came  when  Capt.  Firley  re- 
covered a  Eureka  fumble  on  the  twelve-yard  line.  Clark  booted  the  drop  kick 
a  few  inches  wide  of  its  mark. 

Homecoming  was  celebrated  by  Normal's  9  to  6  defeat  of  DeKalb  before 
thirty-five  hundred  souls.  Wayne  Patton  was  the  "Red  Grange"  of  the  team. 
Clark,  Kelly,  and  Roman  were  the  offensive  stars  and  Firley  and  Neathery 
were  best  at  defense.  Roman  scored  the  touchdown  after  a  series  of  plunges 
to  the  goal  line.     Clark  scored  the  thirty-five  yard  drop  kick. 

Charleston  turned  back  Normal  by  the  score  of  one  drop  kick  at  Charles- 
ton on  November  1.  The  ball  was  Normal's  in  Charleston's  territory  most  of 
the  time  and  Normal  threatened  four  times  to  score  but  was  unable  to  push  it 
over.  Conger  was  the  outstanding  star  and  his  "side  kick,"  Johnny  Lawrence, 
took  second  honors. 

Macomb,  with  an  enviable  record  in  Western  Illinois,  returned  home  a 
14  to  o  loser  on  November  8.  Patton  scored  the  first  touchdown  with  his  dive 
over  the  goal  line  and  later  ran  fifty  yards  through  the  entire  visiting  team 
for  the  other  touchdown. 
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The  Lincoln  College  game  on  November  15  at  Lincoln  ended  in  a  score- 
less tie.  Neathery's  defense  stood  out  while  the  ground  gaining  of  Cleveland 
and  Patton  was  worthy  of  note.  Normal  had  the  ball  on  Lincoln's  two-yard 
line  with  but  a  minute  to  play  but  Lincoln  braced  and  Normal's  attack  died. 

The  "piece  de  resistence"  of  the  football  season  came  on  November  27, 
"Turkey  Day,"  when  Wesleyan  won  a  7  to  o  victory.  Normal's  midget  back- 
field,  Patton,  Cleveland,  Lawrence,  and  Lee,  played  well  but  was  simply  beaten 
down  by  the  big  Wesleyan  line.  Kewley  and  Conger,  ends,  starred.  Neathery, 
Firley,  and  Beck  stopped  many  Wesleyan  charges. 

A  mere  review  of  the  season  cannot  mention  all  the  men  who  served  in 
the  games.  The  thirteen  "N"  men  this  year  were  :  Capt.  Henry  Firley,  Melvin 
Clark,  Bernhard  Beck,  Clifton  Stoops,  Clyde  Neathery,  Russell  Peters,  Wayne 
Patton,  Marcus  Kelly,  Harold  Conger,  John  Lawrence,  William  Cleveland, 
and  Doe  Lee.  Those  who  were  not  stars  in  any  particular  game  were  stars 
when  it  came  to  steadiness  and  stick-to-itiveness. 

The  "Coming  N  men"  deserve  honorable  mention  for  their  work.  Some 
of  them  saw  service  in  a  few  games  but  all  of  them  stayed  with  the  squad  all 
season  to  help  prepare  the  regulars  for  the  games.  These  are  the  men  who 
take  the  bruising  and  get  little  reward  for  it. 

Many  of  the  members  of  the  team  will  be  back  next  year  to  help  Captain- 
elect  "Potsy"  Clark  and  the  coaches  develop  a  team  that  will  even  up  scores 
with  some  of  Normal's  contemporaries  who  defeated  us  last  fall.

Basketball  at  I.  S.  N.  U.  did  not  fare  so  well  as  football,  the  "net 
snippers"  losing  every  game  on  the  schedule.  In  spite  of  the  continual  line  of 
defeats,  the  basketball  men  displayed  the  old-time  Normal  grit  by  meeting 
every  foe  with  a  will  to  win.  Lady  Luck  refused  to  lay  down  her  cards  just 
right  for  the  boys,  with  the  result  that  Normal's  1924-25  record  was  far 
below  par. 

Coach  Horton's  call  for  basketball  men  resulted  in  the  sudden  appearance 
of  eighty  prospective  candidates  for  positions.  A  series  of  cuts  reduced  the 
squad  to  fifteen  men.  As  the  season  developed,  the  personnel  changed  con- 
siderably, and  a  far  different  team  took  the  floor  in  the  last  game,  than  that 
which  appeared  early  in  the  season.  The  team  worked  under  the  handicap  of 
using  the  gymnasium  at  either  unsuitable  hours  or  periods  too  short  for  proper 
training. 

Captain  Harold  Gallaspie  headed  the  team  and  played  three  positions  at 
various  times  during  the  season — guard,  center,  and  forward.  Other  former 
Normal  players  on  the  squad  were  Clark,  Goldsmith,  and  Patton,  forwards ; 
Beck  and  Bolin,  centers ;  and  Krause  and  Ashbrook,  guards.  Among  the  new 
men  this  year  were  Abbey,  Smallwood,  Smith,  and  Wilson,  forwards ;  Rod- 
man, center;   and  McCreight  and  Husted,  guards. 

The  men  who  finished  the  season  with  the  team  and  received  "N's"  for 
their  services  were  Captain  Gallaspie,  Peters,  McCreight,  Beck,  Husted, 
Patton,  Abbey,  and  Smallwood. 

Our  new  gymnasium  will  do  much  to  increase  our  chances  for  a  more 
successful  team  next  winter.  The  plans  for  this  splendid  new  building 
which  is  now  being  constructed,  call  for  three  gymnasium  floors.  With  such 
facilities,  our  teams  will  have  ample  opportunity  for  long  hours  of  practice  at 
reasonable  hours  during  the  day.  Perhaps  then  our  Normal  spirit  can  break 
loose  without  fear  of  immediate  disaster  from  a  falling  balcony  of  rooters

Probably  two-thirds  of  the  men  in  school  this  year  took  part  in  the  gymnasium  classes, 
the  number  enrolled  in  these  classes  at  one  time  or  another  totaling  two  hundred.  During  the 
fall  we  enjoyed  marching  drills,  hare  and  hounds,  soccer,  track,  and  games.  In  the  winter  we 
had  calisthenics,  apparatus  work,  pyramids,  and  basketball,  with  the  big  physical  training 
demonstration  for  the  public  to  cap  the  term's  work.  The  spring  afforded  opportunity  for 
baseball,  track  work,  games,  and  efficiency  tests. 

Our  instructors  included  Coach  Horton,  Professor  Luedde.  and  the  student  assistants, 
"Red"  Fuller,  Harold  Gallaspie,  Gus  Danner,  and  "P.  A."  Johnson,  all  of  whom  did  their 
work  ablv  and  thoroughly. 
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Baseball,  track,  and  spring  football  provided  the  principal  thrills  for  the  athletic  bugs. 
The  first  call  for  baseball  came  about  March  20  from  Coach  Horton,  while  Russ  Peters  sum- 
moned his  track  men  out  soon  after.  Coach  Williams  started  spring  football  about  two  weeks 
after  the  spring  term  started. 

Baseball  got  an  unlucky  start  when  Wesleyan  won  an  S  to  1  victory  ou  Normal  Field. 
Normal  came  right  back  by  whipping  Eureka  College  4  to  3  in  a  good  game.  Bradley  took 
an  8  to  2  tilt  in  the  third  contest.  The  rest  of  the  schedule  included  games  with  Charleston, 
Millikin,  Eureka,  Macomb,  Bradley,  Illinois  College,  and  Wesleyan. 

The  Normal  team  was  composed  of  the  following  men:  Pitchers — Huffman,  Bolin,  Larson, 
Ban-,  Reel,  and  Lundeen ;  catchers — Garst,  Vincent,  Hobenden,  Lindquist  (mid-spring  term); 
infielders — Barr,  Jones,  Gallaspie,  Bunch,  Patton,  Hill,  and  Hurst;  outfielders — Schroeder, 
Robert,  Stoops,  Homyck,  Lawrence,  Robinson,  and  Garst. 

The  track  team  worked  under  the  direction  of  Russell  Peters,  former  high  school  coach. 
The  first  dual  meet  was  lost  98%  to  33  to  Millikin  at  Decatur,  on  April  24.  Several  other  dual 
meets  and  the  I.I.A.C.  conference  meet  on  May  22-23,  at  Galesburg,  were  on  the  schedule  at 
this  writing.     McCreight  broke  the  220-yard  low  hurdle  record  at  Galesburg.

The  rudiments  of  football  were  taught  during 
the  spring.

Before  this  program,  Otto  Taubeneck,  as  president  and  representative 
of  the  Senior  Class,  took  the  opportunity  to  present  to  President  Felmley  a 
beautiful  basket  of  roses  in  appreciation  of  his  splendid  spirit  and  lofty  ideal- 
ism as  shown  throughout  his  twenty-five  years  as  president  of  the  school. 

President  Felmley,  deeply  touched  by  the  tribute  so  simply  given,  re- 
sponded with  a  few  words.  He  mentioned  the  fact  that,  as  children  and  on 
throughout  our  "teens,"  we  are  wont  to  look  forward  with  pleasure  and  an- 
ticipation to  the  celebration  of  another  birthday,  but  that,  as  years  pass  on, 
we  note  the  passing  of  time  with  at  least  some  degree  of  regret.  However, 
President  Felmley  stated  that  the  custom  by  means  of  which  the  Seniors 
voice  each  year  their  esteem  is  one  which  has  made  his  birthdays  less  re- 
gretable. 
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Kempy,  a  comedy-drama  written  by  J.  C.  Elliot  Nugent,  was  presented 
by  the  Freshmen  and  Junior  classes  May  i,  1925.

The  Faculty  Women's  Club,  which  has  done  much  for  the  students  on 
the  campus  since  its  organization,  gave  a  most  interesting  program  Friday 
evening,  April  24,  1925.  Members  of  our  Faculty  may  have  the  "Professor's 
dignity,"  but  combined  with  it  is  that  wonderful  ability  to  stage  a  program  of 
such  unusual  merit  that  even  they  themselves  forgot  their  dignity  and  entered 
unreservedly  into  the  spirit  of  the  evening.

U.  High's  negative  team,  at  home,  won  a  two-to-one  decision  from  Wash- 
ington High  School.  After  having  won  the  District  Championship,  U.  High 
competed  in  the  State  Contest  held  at  I.S.N.U.  May  9.  Each  team  held  two 
debates  on  that  day  and  each  team  won  six  decisions,  thereby  winning  the 
State  Championship  in  Debating  for  1925.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  re- 
markable success  of  the  U.  High  teams  is  due  to  their  coach,  Mr.  O.  C. 
Taubeneck.  U.  High  was  particularly  fortunate  in  securing  this  capable  man 
as  a  coach.
